^n'ation. A fesv years since 
omctiuies to bo seen taking a "cousti- 
utional" in tho neighborhood of hisun- 
retentious abode nt Denmark Hill, iu 
^nglauil, but tho venerable gentleman 
•ith tho benevolent face, iu the old 
u=hionecl frock coat and voluiuinous, 
many folded choker neckcloth, is uo\v 
arely seen even by his immediate- ueigh- 
Mrs. 


Tho British public, the British gov- 
ruuient and Britisli manufacturers did 
jeir very best at ouo time to crush one 
f the most useful men ever bora iu 
Britain, andfailedigiiominiously. Shef- 
eld laughed at him, and Woolwich gave 
tin the official cold shoulder, but Shef- 
ehl and Woolwich would be crippled 
ndecd at tho present time were it not 
or "Bessemer slccl." Yet, even now, 
Ithough foreign potentates have Bhovr- 
red cresses and stars upon him, tho 
English government lias not conferred 
ipou him any honor more important 
hail an ordinary knighthood, and this 
n spite of tho fact that- he has created 
no of tho largest and most important 
industries in tho world.

Henry Bessemer, sou of the late Mr. 


Anthony Bessemer, was horn in 
"ordshiro in the year 1813. His earlier 
•ears wero dovotcil to art, nnd wo find 
hat ho was an exhibitor at the Koya! 
academy at Iho age of 20. At this early 
ige ho had discovered a means by which 
nipressious of the designs on coins, 
medals and other reliefs could bo* repro- 
duced in any unmbers on cardboard. 
k>ino of his work in this line is still ei- 
taut, and when specimens come into tho 
market they bring high prices. 


This led liim indirectly to n more 


mpor taut invention, no discovered thai 
le government of tho time was robbcc 
to tho tune of £100,000 per annum by 
unscrupulous persons, who were in tho 
jabit of removing tho embossed, dnty 
Btamps on legal and other documents 
and using tho sauio again. Yonug Bea 
seiner invented tho useful littlo contriv 
auco by which tho stamp is embossed on 
Iho paper or parcliineutof tlio docnmcn 
Itself, and submitted it to tho then chie 
of the stamp department at Somorse 
House. 


Tho potentate in question saw the ad 


vantage of this system at a glance, am 
soon afterward tho anthoritiesexpresset 
their willingness to miiku nso of it. 
pretty littlo story is connected with tlii 
invention. When his model was com 
pleted, Bessemer showed it to tho youui 
ladytowliom ho was then engaged. lie 
first comment njion it allowed that sli 
was well fitted to become the wifo of an 
inventor. She said: 


"Yes, I understand this, but surely, i 


all stamps had a dato put upon them 
they could not at a future tirno bo tiscc 
again without detection. 


This provc<l a very valuable sugges 


tion, for Bessemer soon hit upon the id& 
of a steel die with a space for amovabl 
date, and iu that form his invention wa 
adopted by the authorities. Will it be 
credited that he never received a solita: 
farthing from tha government for hi 
services or tho rise of his invention? 


Such is nevertheless the fact, an 


yvhcn ho hinted mildly at legal remedie 
he was told bv'tho solicitor to tlio stam 
department that ho was entitled to u 
compensation, inasmuch as he had pro 
tented his invention to the govemmeu 
gratis I This was nt a time, too, whe 
he was by no means well otf, when in 
deed ho lacked the necessary money t 
set np housekeeping with tho clevc 
young Lttly whoso brilliant suggwtio 
had resulted in n i>erfect stamping ma 
chine! He received many generous prom- 
ises from varions ministers, of course, 
but ono government wont ont of ]»wer 
after another, and to this day ho has 
never been compensated in any shape or 
form. 


A man of vast wealth now. Sir Henry 


Bessemer can afford to regard the trou- 
bles of that period of his life with com- 
parative indifference, though he has 
sinco had more ample reason to cherish 
a dislike for all British governments 
and politicians. But his disappointment 
in this instance taught him a very salu- 
tary lesson. When he made tho great 
discovery of his life—that by which it 
Is possible to convert pig iron into steel 
by a simple and inexpensive process— 
te kept his discovery a secret. To 6ome 
extent it is a secret to this day. 
The 


importance of tho discovery can hardly 
be overestimated.

Many 
thiuk this denotes tho fertility of tho 
egg, but this is a mistake, bccnuGO it ia 
found in eyys laid by hens with whom 
males liavo not been kept. 


This whito siwt is a weight to hold 


tho yolk nhvnys tho scuuo sido up no 
matter what tho position of Iho egg. If 
pggs are not turned in nn iucubntor, tho 
yolk Bonn settles to ono side, nnrt the 
embryo chkk dies. Why this is so I tlo 
not protend to Fay, hut I know it ia tho 
cnsofrom repented observations. Nenr- 
ly ovory incubator maker advisea that 
eggs Iw turned twico n day, hut I novcr 
tnrn tho eggs in my incubntor before- 
tho third day nor after tlio eighteenth, 
nnd but onco » day nt any tinio. I think 
once iu two dnys is trnito as woll, bnt I 
always tnrn thorn every clay bccnuso it 
is moro convenient to remember than n 
longer interval \vonhl ho. I think tho 
philosophy of incubation .is not very 
well understood oveu by many makers. 
5ho artilicinl Incubation of egga is of 
great economic importance, and it is 
very oasy to practice successfully if onn 
knows how.
